It is less than one hdndred and fifty 
years since the great state of Virginia 


' under the wise leadership of Jefferson 


and Madison, passed the statute for 
religious freedom. The nineteenth 
century was well advanced before 
Massachusetts relieved her citizens 
from the civil obligation te support 
and maintain the Congregational 
churches, 

Let us thank God that we have now 
gone & great ways beyond that point. 
We can scarcely even imagine such a 
thing as a deliberate effort upon the 
part of any man or set of men to re 
strain or control the religious opinions 
end convictions of other people. Nay, 
we have reached the stage at which 
the offer to tolerate a free American 
is to give him an open affront. The 
mere conception of toleration implies 
superiority on one hand and inferior- 
ity on the other. Toleration is an act 
of grace, which may be granted or 
withheld at will, and which, when it 
is granted, most humble thanks are 
due. At least that was the current 
view in the middle of the eighteenth 
century. But as we look upon it at 
the present time, the man who pre- 
sumes to talk of tolerating his neigh- 
bor is guflty of enormous selfconcelt 
and arrogance. Who him 
© make such a tender? What we now 


_ demand. of one another is absolute 


religious equality; the right to go \our 
own way without waiting to ask for 


| else. Whoever refuses us this is 


pretty sure to provoke our just resent- 
ment, and to be told in reply that we 
are not asking privileges or favors at 
his hands, but that we simply intend 
to exercise our God-given rights, just 
as if there was nobody in the world to 
offer an objection. 

As we have no state church, we can 
have no dissenters or non-conformists. 
Religious bodies, like individuals, are 
entitled to follow their own will and 
judgment without begging permission 
to do se. 

My fellow-religionists, who once in 
a while become the victims of a'great 
scare, and imagine that it is necessary 
for them to organize themselves into 
secret societies and to use the methods 
of political parties for resisting the 
spread of Romanism, seem to me to 
betray a profound distrust in the se 
curity of their own position. If with 
an open Bible, a free pulpit and all the 
other advantages which they possess 
in this country they cannot maintain 
themselves, they deserve to fail. More 
than this, they seem to forget that by

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(Conmtinved from Page One) 
spoken by Christ when certain ones 
asked Him whether divorce wore al- 
lowable. He told them that whilst 
God had tolerated a temporary relaxa- 
tion of His firm decree, in the New 
Law it would not be so. If the parties 
to a marriage cannot live in peace, if 
one should prove untrue to the mar 
flage vows so ‘solemnly made, «a 
separation will be tolerated, but not 
a complete dissolution of the marriage 
bond, This has been the persistent 
Catholic teaching for 1900 years from 
which the Church never swerved, 
evén though individuals, families and 
a whole nation were lost to her be 
cause of her firmness. The State may 
change its own laws as the Church 
may change bers, but neither may al- 
ter the solemn ordinances enacted by 
God Himself. 

“We cannot understand how Prot- 
estant Christians find Bible justifica- 
tion for absolute divorce in one cake. 
The New Testament furnishes five 
plain declarations on the indissolu- 
bility of marriage, whilst the two from 
Matthew (V, 82; XLX, 9), to which 
appeal is made for divorce in one 
case, can easily be reconciled with the 
absolute prohibition contained in 
Mark (X, 9, 11-12), tuke (XVI, 18), 
and Paul (1 Cor. Vil, 10, 11; Rom. 
Vil, 2, 3). 

“St. Paul (i Cor. Vil, 10, 11) makes 
it plain that parties to a marriage re- 
main husvand and wife even after 
separation, no matter what might 
have been the cause for separation. 
And how could St. Paul use the words, 
“Not I but the Lord, commandet',” 
and then omit the exception? He would 
not be representing the Lord correet- 
ly. Does the same Paul refer to the 
exception when treating of the same 
matter in Rom. Vil, 2,37 No, be says 
that death alone dissolves the mar- 
riage vow. Thea how is it that Luke 
and Mark know nothing of the exeep- 
tion? The former writes (Luke XVI, 
19): “Bveryone that putteth away his 
wife and marrieth another, commit- 
teth adultery; and he that marrieth 
her that is put away from her bus- 
band, committeth adultery.” And the 
latter (Mark X, 11, 12) i 
clear with Paul and Luke: 
ever shall put away his wite,) aad 
marry another, committeth adultery 
against her.” “And it the wife shall 
put away ber husband, and be mar- 
ried to another, she Ccomimitteth 
adultery.”

October 4, 1914, he and his assocl- 
ates, backed by the Guardians of 
Liberty and Knights of Luther, or- 
ganized here by Spurgeon, launched 
a DAILY, called “Free Speech”—“a 
National Daily Newspaper Devoted to 
the Interests of Perfect American 
Freedom (with) Separation of Church 
and State the Firat Policy;” Editor 
W. BE. Brandon; Associate Editors, W. 
C, Hornstein and Martin L. Bunge. 
Another man associated with Bran- 
don on the Sentinel of Liberty and the 
Free Press was H. Géo. Buss from 
Oskaloosa, Ia., ex-staff correspondent 
of the “Menace.” Buss identified him- 
self with one Pat Malone in a vile con- 
vent picture show given at Monroe 
January 7-9, 1915, and then this out- 
fit went north to Appleton where 
Brandon precipitated the riots which 
were given prominence by Chicago 
and Milwaukee papers. 

During the three days’ “battle” at 
Appleton, Buss, the reported kidnap- 
ped, took to boozing and went to 
sleep on the job, attributing it later 
on to “doped” coffee. Brandon came 
home and severed connections with 
him, and Buss had to leave, as the 
“army” of backers was dissatisfied 
with his conduct in the Appleton bat- 
tle. 

After his return Brandon started 
his fifty thousand dollar suit against 
the city officials of Appleton, but to 
date he has collected only $161.10 for 
his defense fund. 

He aleo had to discontinue publica- 
tion of his daily “Free Speech,” which 
ceased with the issue of January 30, 
1915. He has managed to continue 
his weekly Sentinel of Liberty under 
the old name again. However, I 
understand the Inatitution is again on 
the verge of bankruptcy, but am in- 
closing herewith the latest issue of the
